W hen 
the ice has melted and the w ater begins to w arm , 
try yo u r luck 
Hath bodies ol uater are comparatively small, hut

Last fall I talked uith a tisherman who drove to the

When It comes to lisliing this time ot year, don't tie 
afraid to try something ditterent. Manutacturers of fishing 
tackle and lures have experts who continually re.search ttie 
tiest way to take fish and it is well to accept their advice 
Fishermen traditionally remember only those g<M»d 
days when the fish were tearing things up . , . and they 
quickly forget tho.se da\s when they drew a blank. So, to 
help you draw less blanks this spring, fiere are a few lips 
from the experts of Heddon of Dowogiac, .\lich. 


RKM KM BKR. WHE. N the water is cold, the reflexes of 
fish are slower tfian normal, so work very, very slowly When 
fishing is current, use a deep lure and hold it wiggling just 
over the bottom. Work it in a fan-shaped pattern so that the 
entire bottom area is covered When a fisti picks up your lure, 
it might be hardiv discernible so f>e alert 
.\nd. if the water is off color as it often is from spring 
rains, don't give up too quickly. Heddon experts recommend a 


lure with a large spinner, or one with a sharp, vibratory ac­ 
tion. These create a sound that tish can hear even when they 
can't see it 
Some of the sea.son's biggest fish are caught early in 
the year, .so give it a tr\. And don't forget to set the hook 
twice because \ou will be a bit out of practice. 


\ FEW R.XSS and pan fish are being caught in area 
lakes, according to ri'ports I have been receiving. Most are 
being taken on white maggots. These usually are fished on 
the tip of a small artificial fl>. 
When the creeks clear, suckers should start moving 
.And, once ('verything starts warming up, the snakes will 
come out of their dens. Spring is a wonderful time for ob­ 
serving water snakes by the hundreds along Beaver Creek—

REM EM BER. WHEN the water is cold, the reflexes of 
fish are slower tban normal, so work very, very slowly When 
fishing is current, use a deep lure and hold it wiggling just 
over the bottom Work it in a tan shaped pattern so that the 
entire bottom area is covered When a fish picks up your lure. 
it might be hardly discernible so be alert 
And. if the water is off color as it often is (rom spring 
rains, don t give up too quickly Heddon experts recommend a 


lure with a large spinner, or one with a sharp vibrator ac­ 
tion These create a sound that Bsh can hear even when they 
can't see it 
Some of the season's biggest fish are caught earlv in 
the year, so give it a try 
Mid don't forget to set the hook 
twice because you will bt1 a bit out of practice 


\ FEW RASS and pan fish are being caught in area 
lakes, according to reports I have been receiving Most are 
being taken on white maggots These usually are fished on 
the tip of a small artificial fly 
When the creeks clear, suckers should start moving 
And. once everything starts warming up. the snakes will 
come out of their dens.
